conditions of the rule and second node for the actions of the rule, wherein 
the first node includes one or more sub-nodes that each define an AND, OR, 
or NOT logical relationship. .."as best illustrated by Figure 47, and in such a 
manner as recited in independent claim 1 and as pointed out in Applicant's 
response (06/16/2010) pages 9-11.
